The case was 
one o£ the most important and inter- 
esting tried in the Circuit court for 
majiy -years, as it, involved the ques- 
tion of who owns the land wh?re the 
Goodrich company freight houses now 
stand, near the entrance to Root river.

states.and residents who lived here in 
the forties were on the stand to tell 
what they knew nbont the lake shore 
lines nearly halt' a century ago. Judge 


. Frank M. Fish did -not feel disposed 
to hoar and determine' the case and he 
called in Judge Johnson of Milwau- 
kee, who presided from time to time. 
Arguments were heard 
and Judge 


Johnson decided the case in favor of 
Mrs. Slauson. 


WORTH $10,000. 


The property involved is worth J10,- 


000 lo the Goodrich company and the 
decisioin may result in their'freight 
offices being removed and in depriving 
them of a landing- for 
their boats. 


The- land owned by the Goodrich com- 
pany at the entrance to the Kacine 
harbor was deeded in 


to appeal. The appeal, he said, he 
would encourage in every way that he 
could. 


LAND GOES TO MBS. SLAUSON. 
So the case went to the Supreme 


court and the decision rendered today 
gives the land to Mrs. Slauson and is 
of (he greatest importance to owners 
of land tibuting' on Lake Michigan, 
and, in fact on all of the great lakes. 


The decisioin will again bring up 


the steamboat war between the Good- 
rich and Hurson line of boats. There 
is no doubt but that the Hurson peo- 
ple will make a bold attempt to get 
the strip -of land whicli^the courts de- 
cide belong-s to Mrs. Slauson. In such 
an event the Goodrich people will have

SOME INSIDE HISTORY. 


An attorney, 
in 
speaking of the 


cnse, said it was one of tiie hardest 
fought rases ever tried in our circuit 
court. The case was brought in 1S90 
by Emily Slauson against the OiOod- 
rich Transportation Company to re- 
cover lands occupied by the defendant 
at Kacine harbor. The history of the 
rase dates back to IMS. when Isaac 
Taylor sold a strip of land near the 
lake shore to William II. Waterman. 
The plaintiff claimed that this land 
did not extend to the waters of the 
lake, while the defendant claimed thnt 


- it did. In the course of the trial it 


developed that- the dry land at 
the 


place in question was largely, if not 
wholly, due -;o the present great de- 
pression in the waters of Lnk« Michi- 
gan, and one ot the serious questions 
involved was, who is the ownc." of the 
•uncovered land? 


The 
plaintiff was represented by 


Quarleg, Spence & Queries and Fish & 
Gory, of Milwaukee, while Thomas M. 
Kearney of this city represented the 
defendant. All of the law bearing on 
the ease was presented on either side. 
The cose presented a new question, 
however, difficult of solution. At rhe 
close of the arguments Judge Johnson 
stnte<i that the cnse was without a 
-parallel in the bouks or in the history 
of trials. He

By the failure of Andree and, his 


two companions to effect their de- 
parture, for the North Pole, stipula- 
tion has been given to the ambition of 
professional aeronauts, for. two among 
the most expert in France, .'Louis 
Godard and Edward Surcouf, have an- 
nounced their intention -to ' attempt 
next year that journey in which so' 
many have failed. 


•The latest object,'-however, cannot 


be said to have been born out- of the 
disappointment lately incurred by M. 
Andree. It originated with them in 


1893, 
and the following year Mr. Well- 


mann, the American explorer, who 
twice had .attempted, by land and by 
,v?a, the journey to the North 
'Pole, 


and who had come to the conclusion 
that that point could be reached only 
by the aerial road, asked M. Godard 
and Surcouf 
to make for him the 


plans and estimates of cost of a bal- 
loon to answer this purpose. But the 
French aeronauts delayed, up to -now, 
to comply -with his request,; awaiting 
the result of 'the Andree expedition 
to mature their work. 
, 


• Now that they hiive ripened it, they 
intend to utilize ic th.-ruselves. 
The 


balloon of which they are to begin 
the construction, will have a capacity 
of 334,076 cubic feet, with a circumfer- 
ence of eighty-six yards. It will be 
inflated with pure hydrogen gas and 
develop a lifting power of 
26,44 5 


jxiunds, this weight to be divided be- 
tween the weight of the balloon itself 
(0,S10 pounds) and the weight allowed 
for the travelers, the provisions, the 
camping implements and such acces- 
sories as in ca.su of need will be used 
as ballast, which will weigh 16,424 
pounds. 


MEN OF EXPERIENCE.

From recent experiments on the lar- 


gest balloons yet constructed by them 
they gaifgt) the daily deperdition of 
loss of giis at .SSO per cent. To be on 
the safe side, they want to reckon on 


daily deperdition of I'/, per cent. 


The daily waste in the projected, bal- 
loon will be 364 pounds of ascensional 
power, which, owing to the weight of 
the ballast -to be carried on board La 
France,'- and 
estimated 
at 
14,550 


pounds, could be repaired for a period 
of forty days. 


DOZEN SMALL BALLOONS. 


So, a priori, the baJloon will be.ex- 


pected to stand forty days in ihe air. 
But this does not socm sufficient to 
the constructors.

expedition, of which M. Godard 


will be the head nnd M. E<1. Sureouf 
first aeronaut. The other five will be 
two experienced aeronauts, to take 
watches by turn: nn expert in chem- 
istry and meteorology, nn explorer al- 
ready familiar with the polar seas nnd 
a doctor, also with equal experience 
in northern journeys. 


ginecring propositions it is certain

They came to protest against 
the 


vacating of a- thoroughfare known as 
the Cleop highway, whicli crosses the 
C. & N. W railroad 
Tracks at

sixty years. In

crowd could -lie seen meu 
who have 


braved the hardships of pioneer days 
and their sons and grandsons 'were 
also 
there to fight if necessary for 


what they considered their rig-hts. 


No man or set of men had ever at- 


tempted to abolish that rood 
before 


the Milwaukee, Racine 
& Kenosha 


Elecrie road was established. It- was 
then t.hat thc quiet farming districts 
of the town were disturbed. There 
was trouble in granting thc right-of- 
way along the main road and of en- 
croaching upon private property and 
cut-ting oiT the limbs of trees.

which such passenger is entitled to be 
carried, without any charge upon the 
pact of. the.railroad company trans- 
porting the same, except the railroad 
fare of such passenger; and bicycles 
are 
hereby declared to be baggage, 


within meaning of this section, and 
shall be by such railroad companies 
transported as baggage, subject only 
to the same liabilities: and no such 
passenger shall be required to crate, 
cover or otherwise protect any such 
bicycle; provided, however, that no 
railroad company shall be required to 
transport more than one bicycle for a 
single person. 


Section 2. All acts or parts of acts 


inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect 


and be in force from and after its pas- 
sage and publication.

ICE FOR THE FARM." 


Practical Hints on ,tae Construction o» 


Simple »nd Elatorato Ic«lion»o*. 


The seaaon is noar at hand when tbe 


ice crop requires attention. Nature per- 
fects the crop. All that is left to tha, 
former is to furnish the crib in which 
to garner it and keep it. 
There is no 


ciop to bo saved where tho neoessary as- 
ponses of tbe work may be eo readily 
limited by one's resources, as is the case 
with the ice crop. 
One . can spend 9 


hiindsomo sum on an icehouse and 
make it ornamental from without and a 
thing of beauty within if ho desires to 
do so. He can bnild it substantially of 
almost any material and oan have an 
elaborate cold storage room built within 
it-if he oan afford it; but, on the other 
hand, he can practically supply himself 
and family with an ample store, of ice 
for the summer a= very slight cost. Tha 
Iowa Homestead says: 


Many have found that the work oan 


be done at little more'expense than that 
required to bnild a board fence around 
au inclosnre, say 16 feet square or less. 
All that is absolutely necessary is to se- 
lect a spot that nature has measurably 
protected from tbe burning eon and hot 
winds of tho summer season, taking 
caro that the site on which the ice :9 
to be packed is so ditched as to afford 
good drainage. On such a site a foot or 
18 inches- of dry straw may be laid on 
rails and poles. OE this tbe ice is packed 
closely, making a solid cube of it, five; 
six or seven feet high and covering as 
large an area as tho needs of tho family 
require. Ontsideof the cube of ice build 
u fence with an interval of a foot or 18 
inches between it and the ice. Pack tbifl 
space with tho best packing material at 
hand—sawdust, cut straw, slough hay. 
or whatever seems _to be cheapest and 
most .readily obtainable in the individ- 
ual case. Cover it on top with a like 
depth of the nonconducting packing ma- 
terial. 
In dctcrmining'tbe size of the pile 


count 40 squares feet to the ton. Calcu- 
late how many tons will probably be re- 
quired, and then double the amount, to 
allow the larger percentage of melting 
that usually attends methods cf packing 
ns primitive as those described. Whan 
this ia done, the work is done. And if 
the selection of a site has been right, 
with good attention to the details herein 
indicated, there will be ice in the pile 
late in the following fall 


It is not intended to recommend the 


plan here outlined to those who feel 
themselves able to do better. 
A cheap 


but more permanent icehouse than this 
should be attached to every farmhouse. 
It need not be an expensive building at 
all. The points to be looked after are 
drainage, a fairly well protected sito for 
the building and plenty of good, non- 
conducting material on oil sides of the 
ipe, with provisions for ventilation be- 
tween the roof and tho packing material 
above it. If the farmer con do this, be 
should do it But if he can do no better 
ho may well adopt the simpler method 
first described.

the winter and spring. Many ears were 
found to be rotwd by July, and others 
were soft and unfit for market. To pre- 
vent a recurrence of this tronblo the 
Orange Judd Farmer advises ss follows: 


The pens should this season be built in 


a dry place. All damaged ears should 
bo thrown in the back end of the wagon 
bed when huskies and picked out before 
unloading. If allowed to remain, they 
will not only injure surrounding ears. 
but may start tho entire crib to rotting. 
If takea out now, they can be used as 
feed for cattle, and thus be of some value. 
When husking is completed, cover the 
rail cribs without delay and see that the 
cover turns water. If heavy rains should 
come this fall before the cribs are cov- 
ered, much injury might result Only a 
port of tho average corn crop is kept in 
rail cribs, but this year it will take 
much extra room, which, in most places, 
can bo easiest supplied by the use oi 
fence rails. 


MnlcliInK Rhubarb. 


When tho ground is frozen in winter, 


tho plants should be mulched about 
eight inches deep with strong K.inure 
irom the horse stable. This advice is 
given in The National Stockman, as is 
also tho following: 


Rhubarb to succeed well must have 


this mulching, and there is little danger 
of getting the soil too rich in this way. 
Leave the mulching on in tho spring, and 
tho plants will make a strong, vigorous 
growth :ind will require no other culti- 
vation during tho season, as the mulch- 
ing holds moisture and keeps out the 
weeds. This rnulc.hing should be repeat- 
ed each winter. If it is omitted, you 
may expect a light crop of rhubarb to 
follow. 
If tho rhub:irb crop has bean a 


failure, it will pay to try mulching it 
this winter.
